Howard was a leader in the 
campaign against it, publish- 
ing many bulletins and mag- 
azine articles, beginning in 
1896 and culminating in his 
book, The House Fly—Dis- 
ease Carrier, which appear- 
ed in 1911 and

languages.

Only the very stupid person can 
be Ignorant of the increasing acute- 
ness of the issue of wealth as 
a 


present social and political prob- 
lem. 
Out of Russia has come rum- 


bling a challenge to the very ex- 
istence of private property. 
Indi- 


vidual fortunes and individual un- 
employment are both 
increasing 


factors in economic and 
political 


llle. On the one hand, money nev- 
er seemed to desirable as today, nor 
so intensely sought after; and on 
the other hand, its power and place 
were never so seriously questioned 
as now. 


This is the situation which ines- 


capably confronts all who under- 
take to consider real 
life in the 
light of the present lesson. 
The 
text is one of the outstanding pas- 
sages of Scripture reporting the at- 
titude of Jesus toward riches. No 
subject could be more opportune. 
And none calls for more 
sincere 


discussion. 


Naturally, the lesson is a temp- 
tation to easy and shallow general- 
izations, and to demagoguery. The 
fact that mot of us who teach the 
esson are not ourselves rich creates 
the danger of bias. 


An Ambitious Rich Man. 


All three of the synoptic Gospels 


tell in fullness the story of the rich 
young ruler who came to.Jesus to 
ask what he should do to inherit 
eternal life. So fine was the char- 
acter, and BO exalted the instincts 
and desires of this young man, that 
Jesus loved him at sight. We can- 
not lightly condemn one 
whom 


Jesus favored. 
having money, this man knew 


its unsatlsfactoriness. He wanted 
something better, something that 
would satisfy the spiritual cravings 
of his real self. Therein he per- 
sonified countless wealthy persons 
of our time. Nobody so well un- 
derstands the inadequacy of riches 
to fulfill life's deepest desires 
as 
the man or woman who possesses 
them. Money is only good for what 
it will buy; and the, best things of 
life are beyond its power to pur- 
chase. 
Jesus bade the inquiring 
rich 


young man, first of all, to keep the 
commandments. 
An entire lesson 


could be devoted to the theme of 
Christ's insistence upon the pri- 
macy of the Ten Commandments. 
He would not consider any spirit- 
ual experience of discipleship that 
was not founded on the bed rock 
of obedience to. God's moral law. 
Modern "liberal" thought tends to 
discard or to disparage the Deca- 
;; not so Jesus. The road to 
fellowship and approval runs 


by wav of Mount Sinai. 
Falling Down on the Finals 


This rich young ruler could not 
pass the Master's 
final test—"if 
thou will be perfect, go and sell 
that thou hast, and give to the poor, 
and thou shalt have treasure in hea- 
ven: and come and follo'w me." This 
condition the ambitious young man 
could not meet; and "he went away 
sorrowful: for he had great pos- 
sessions." Like uncounted myriads 
since, his zeal 
congealed at 
the 


money test. 


This young man's central diffi- 


culty was not that he had money, 
but that money had him. Jesus in- 
sisted that he could not serve two 
masters. The kingdom and the King 
demand full and undivided alleg- 
iance. Jesus did not care about the 
man's money, except as it affected 
the man. He asked him to give up 
his wealth, only as a sign that his 
loyalty was complete. He was after 
the man himself, and all of his un- 
reserved powers. "Christ will not be 
king at all, unless He can be king 
in all." ' 


The Quest for the Best 


Everybody knows the type of this 
rich young ruler—noble, ambitious 
youth, who covet earnestly the best 
gifts. They are found in the ranks 
of the rich and of the poor. This 
seeking spirit is one of the ineradic- 
able Divine 
qualities In mortals; 


God's own impress upon the human 
soul. Louth's finest heritage is this 


for the highest, this instinct for the 
"summum bonum." 


Alas, like the impetuous Jew who 


sought the Master's counsel, many 
fail to attain 
their desire because 


they are not willing to pay the price. 
They want success— but they want 
pleasure more. They want greatness 
—but are unwilling to expend toil 
and service for it. They desire to be 
wise—but will not take time for 
best books and for solid thought. 
They crave noble friends—but balk 
at the cost of nobility In themsel- 
ves. They would reach the heights 
of life—but shun the climb. They 
would in all things go up—but in 
nothing will they 
give up. The 


tragic seeker in our Lesson wanted 
to win to heaven—but he would not 
lay aside the weight of his money 
bags. 
He was not willing to sac- 


rifice present good for future bet- 
ter and best. 


Camel and Needle's Eye 


In this money-minded generation 
we need to give close heed to the 
comments of Jesus as He saw the 
noble youth turn sorrowfully away 
from discipleship, because he loved 
money:—"A rich man shall hardly 
enter into the kingdom of heaven. 
It is easier for 
a 
camel to go 


through the eye of a needle, than 
for a rich man to enter Into the 
kingdom of God. . . . With men 


this is impossible; but with God 
all things are possible." 


One familiar effort to explain 


away the 
gravity of these words 


of Jesus is the theory that He al- 
luded to the small gate in the city 
wall, called "the needle's eye," 
through which a camel can go, aft- 
er the main gate is closed, only by 
being divested of Its load. I have 
never heard In the Orient of such 
a gate or such a usage. Triie, there 
is usually a small gate within the 
larger, but it is only man size, and 
no such awkward beast of many 
protuberances as the camel could 
possibly get through. Besides, it is 
not the camel that is wanted in 
the city after dark, but only 
its 


load. 


No; we must take the statement 
as it stands, a vigorous and extrav- 
agant oriental figure 
of 
speech, 


meant to express extreme dlfficuJ'.y 
and unlikelihood. Jesus explicitly 
said that it is possible for a rich 
man to enter the kingdom, because 
of God's great grace and power. 
But he gets in despite hia riches, 
not because of them. 


In other words, the wisest of all 


teachers makes clear the pell! of 
riches to the soul: and sets forth 
that, they are often life's supreme 
handicap. Only the rich know how 
hard it is to have sincere friends, 
and normal human 
relationship, 


and to preserve 
the 
spirit of 


brotherhood and to enjoy natural 
pleasures and to play a. man's sim- 
ple part in life. Worst of all, the 
cares of riches choke the spiritual 
life, distort the true standard of 
values, and starve the soul itself. 
Jesus, who was no demagogue, 


and Himself consorted with rich 
as well as with poor, saw life so 
clearly, and was so true a friend 
to all men that He pointed out. the 
gravity and danger involved In the 
possession 
of 
wealth. 
For He 


knew that the only abiding stand- 
ard of value is the state of the in- 
dividual's own soul.

Dying Men Scream 


For Their Release 


COLUMBUS, Ohio, April 22.—(ff)—Tales of heroism 


and of hesitancy in the face of disaster were told today 
within the grim walls of the Ohio penitentiary where 317 
convicts, locked in their cells, were burned to death and 
suffocated last night in one of the most life destroying 
fires in history. 


As guards and inmates of the prison recounted details 


of the catastrophe, a state commission appointed by Gov- 
ernor Cooper sought to learn what caused the blaze and 
why the prisoners were not liberated in time to escape. 


In the horticultural building at the State Fair grounds, 


scores of undertakers work to prepare the victims for 
burial. Identity of 276 of the dead convicts had been es- 
tablished. The others, trapped in their fire-bound cells, 
•were so badly burned identification was almost impos- 
sible. 
Convict heroes and prison guard guard room protected the entrance 


heroes were told of time and again Flo the prison yard. 
by the inmates who escaped death. 
These men. loosed in the big pris- 
on yard when the flames broke 
out in the narthwest cell blocks, 
told of fellcw 
convicts 
and of 


guards, who. mindless of their own' 
safety, dashed into the hot smoke 
filled tiers in valiant efforts to 
free the trapped men. 
Murmurings last night 
against 


Thomas Watkinson, guard who was 
charged with refusing to give up 
the keys to prisoners who wished 
to invade thp inferno, brought his 
suspension today by Warden Pres- 
ton E. Thomas. Watkinson, one of 
two guards on duty in the section 
where death took its greatest toll, 
was suspended pending investiga- 
tion. 


Prisoners and guards agreed.to- 


day the two outstanding heroes of 
the disaster were Guards Tom Lit- 
tle and W. C. Baldwin. These men, 
braving the deadly smoke 
and 


heat, went into the blazing tiers 
and liberated convicts until they 
were overcome. They were rescued 
by convicts. 


Convict Also Hero. 


"Big Jim" Morton was another 


whose praises were sung. The for- 
mer Cleveland bank robber unhes- 
itatingly flirted with death as he 
dashed in ond out of the flaming 
building, carrying an unconscious 
fellow prisoner. 
And "Big Jim" 


kept up his heroic struggle against 
the oddn until he fell a. victim to 
smoke and heat. 
Today he was 


well on the road to recovery. 


Other unnamed heroes, white and 


negroes, clad in prison garb, were 
in the ranks of the fearless. These 
braved death time and again, car- 
rying the dead and the dying from 
the oven-like cells. 


Some convicts—those who refus- 


ed to maintain discipline, and who 
threw stones and cut fire hose— 
drew hot words of condemnation 
from both guards and prisoners.
